Haight About It 
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The Late Henry M. 
Stanley 


Sir Tienry Morton Stanley, the most 
famous of modern explorers, was born 
ef poor parents near Denbigh, Wales, 
in 1841, and at first bore the name 


ef Joha Ro-wlaris. When about fif- 


geen he worked his way as cabin boy 
‘to New Orleans, where he was em- 
ployed by a merchant named Stanley, 
whose name he assumed. He served 
in the Confederate army in the civil 
war, contributed to seyeral journals, 
2nd in 1867 began his connection with 
khe New York Herals. As its spe- 
cial correspondent he accompaniec 
Lord Napier’s Abyssinian expedition, 
nnd the first news of the fall of Mag- 
dala was conveyed to Britain by the 
New York Herald. Stanley next went 
to Spain for his paper and in October, 
1865, received from Mr. Gordon Lea- 
meit the laconic instruction, ‘Find 
Livingstone.” But first he visited 
Egypt fer the opening of the Suez 
Ganal, and travelled through Pales- 
tine, Turkey, Persia and Indin. In 
January, 1871, he reached Zonzibar, 
and in March marehed ints the heart 
ef Afrien. On the ifih November he 
“found” Livingstone at Ujiji. The two 
explored the north of Lake Tangan- 
yika, and settled that it had no con- 
mection with the Nile basin. In March, 
7872, Stanley set out for the coasc. 
@n his arrival in England he was 
awarded the medal of the Royal Geo- 
grapkical Society, and hts book, “How 
1 Found Livingstone,’ had aa enor- 
mous sile. An expeditien under 
Staniey, who had followed the Agrh- 
anti campaign jor the New York Her- 
ald, was titted out jointly by the 
Herald and the Daily Telegraph to 
complete Livingstone’s work, and in 
August, 1874, he left Engiand for Ba- 
gamoyo. Thence he made for the 
Victoria Nyanza, circurnimavigated the 
Inke, formed a close friendship with 
Kinz Mtesa of Uganda, next detor- 
mined the shape of Lake Tanganyika, 
passed down the Lualaba to Nyang- 
we, and by a_ ten months’ journey 
gourney from Nyangwe traced the 
eourse of the Congo to the sea. Havy- 
ing published “Through tue Dark 
Goniinent” in 1878, in 1879 he again 
went out to found, under the ats- 
pices of the King of the  Beigians, 
the Congo Free State. He took part 
in the Conge Congress at Berlin in 
1884-5, and lectured in Great Britain 
and America on his African werk. In 
i886 he was summoned from America 
to take command of the expedition 
for the relief of Emin Pasha. In 
March, he, his officers, Soudanese sol- 
dies, ctc., landed at the mouth of the 
Congo. On the 15th of June the 
expedition had reached Yambuya, on 
the Aruwimi, where he left a part 
ef Eis 650 men under Major Bartie- 
lot, and with 388 men marched into 
the forest. Disaster overtook the 
rear column, but afier Jong delay, 


rews came that Emin and Stanley 
had jeined hands on the shores of the 


Albert Nyanza. The return journey 
was made overland to the east coast, 
and Bagamoyo was reached in De- 
eember, 1889. In 1890 he received in 
Lendon a reception almost roya) in 
its splendor. The Geographical So- 
eiety gave him a special sold medal 
and Oxford, Cambridge, Edinburgh 
and Durham conferred on him hon- 
erary degrees. That same year he 
waarried the clever artist, Miss Dor- 
wethy Tennant. In 1891-92 he lee- 
Stared in Ameriea and Australia. He 
“was iaturalized as a British subject 
@i 1892 and sfsud unsaccessfully for 
*Korth Gamberh in’ tbe Unionist in- 
*Gerest; he was, however, returned at 
the gener2l elections of 1895.

The Fight at Guru 


The London Times has the follow- 
inz graphic account of the attck by 
Tibetans on the British mission at/ 
Guru ;— 

On March 28 Gen. Macdonald moved 
north from Phuri to ioin bands with 


Colcnel Younghusband at this place 
across the Tang La. The first even- 
ing he encamped two miles short of 
the pass and moved on on the 29th. 
It was a bitterly cold morning, and 
soon after dawn a_ white rainbow 
threatened a bad crossing. A strong 
north wind was blowing and a freez- 
ing mist from Tuna plain coated with 
hoar frost and icicles both men and 
beasts. About 10 o'clock the sun dis- 
persed the mists, and a long tramp 
acress the level plain ‘brought the 
force and the convoy of supplies to 
the dreary spot which has fer so long 
been the home of Col. Younghusband 
and the other members of the mis- 
lt les concealed behind a 
slight rise in the plain until one is 
within two miles of it. Backed by 
arid ochreous sandstone dunes six or 
sever: hundred feet high, its cutlook 
is the snowfields, peaks and glaciers 
of the dividing range which culmin- 
ates to the west in Chumotbari. 
There is little game to shcot, the only 
walk is two miles across the plain 
and back, and the houses which the 
mission originally occupied were has- 
til’ abandoned as unhealthy and 
filthy beyond power of cleansing. A 
typical dey followed the approach of 
the Generali. From eariy morn till 
seven at night a piercing wind swept 
the camp from end to end with a hur- 
ricane cf grit ,and the discomfort of 
the men was increased by the device 
which Gen. Macdonald adopted to 
throw dust in the eyes of any Tibet- 
an scouts who mizht be lurking in 
the hills which hem in the piain to 
the west. All tents were struck and 
the men concealed themselves behind 
the breastworks all day long. Whe- 
ther the ruse was successful, or whe- 
ther the Tibetans themselves found 
the discomfort too great, the sangars 
and redans, which they had buiit. to 
check the advance of the mission, 
was deserted before sunset. Many be- 
lieved that they had retired altoget- 
her und were taking up 2 better po- 
sition several miles further on the 
road to Gyanztse. 

At 20 minutes past eight on the 
folicwing morning, the 3isi, the force 
set out towards the Tibetan defences. 
These consisted of seven or eight 
sangars built on the spur, which runs 
—or rather used to run, for the lake 
is reduced this spring to a mere tithe 
of its former dimensions—to the edze 
of the Eam Tso. The road runsclose 
under the spur, and possibly, in wet 
years, the position selected is not in- 
detensible. © This year the fatuity of 
the Tibetan ssheme would, one thinks, 
be manifest to a child. A clezr space 
of 3,000 yards of level plain stretches 
between the highway and the nearest 
swampy place, and no attempt what- 
ever was made to defend this ground. 
There can be little doubt that the 
whole project emanated from Lhassa. 
The authorities there were guided bg 
an obsclete map, or a :nany-years’- 
cld remembrance of the lake, and the 
general or Depen who came to con- 
duct ¢perations from the capital had 
perhaps no authority to select  an- 
ether ficld for his opcratiozs. 

The wall—it is really a couple of 
redans with a 12-foot opening in the 
middie thrcugh which the high road 
takes its way—runs from the end of 
the spur to a ruined hous? of mixed 
stone and adobe about 70 yards away. 
On the left hand the hills are grass- 
less and gritty, rounded and unstable 
under foot. The flat plain, extend- 
ing up to and far keyond the wall, 
in 2 continuation of the Tuna plain, 
and like it, of cinder-grey color, with 
2 scanty growth of thistles pricking 
up here and there through the pat- 
ches of snaw. Sf vou will add to 
these a bitter south wind blowin all 
day in increasing strength beneath a 
hard, ash-grey sky, the scene of the 
ticht wil! be understood. 

Before the expedition had teft camp 
half an hour the usual Tibetan mes- 
senzer met it. bearing the usual mes- 
sege. Col. Younghusband musi re- 
treat to Yatuny. If he went forward 
the conscquences would be serious. 
Four miles out, when the Tibetan pre- 
purations were besominz visible, a 
more notable incident oeeurred. The 
Lhessa Dapen himselfpnecompnnied th 
the Siiizatse Dapen, thePhari com 
mandent and Gesur Yeshe Wang-jyu 
the Lama representative of the grez 
Lamasssry, “aurbled auickly. 
acress the plain and on con 
ference was held between tbe imilitary 
and political chiefs ef the expedition 
on cither side. it was merely a re- 
petition of the sxme-old story. Ceach- 
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ed from Lhassa, the delegates had no 
power, if indeed they had the wish, 
to say anything but “Go back ta Ya- 
tung.” This importunity and obstin- 
acy had served the Tibetans in good 
stead for fifteen years, as Col. Young- 
husband reminded them. Hew were 
they io realize that at last the 
British government was in earnest? 
After twenty minutes of excited con- 
troversy, carried on by the interpre- 
tation of Captain O'Connor, who had 
need to be the most patient of men, 
the small durbar was broken up, the 
more jmportant of the Tibetans can- 
tering back to their defences in a 
cloud of dust. One or two onty en- 
deavored by violert ces-iculation and 
shouting all together fo secure the re- 
treat of the Englis». O'Connor, 
though he was being jostled and rid- 
den off ten times a minute, retained 
his composure, explaining again and 
again that the advance must continue 
until these, too, scempered off on 
their stout little ponies, shouting ex- 
citedly to each other. 

lt was a curious incident. The im- 
pessive non pvossumus which Col. 
Younghusband returned te the heated 
deslamation of the two senior dels- 
gates—all four squatting on the 
ground znd surrounded by a motley 
assemblage of attendent soldiers—the 
gay yellow and green yellow coats of 
the génerals of Lhassa and Shigatse, 
the various head-dresses of the Tibet- 
ans, the purple and blue robes of a 
spectacled councillor, the stranze, 
forked zun, embossed with turquoise 
and coral, the richly worked sword 
hilts, the little grey and bay ponies 
seddle-clothed with swastika-patiern- 
ed stuffs, and gay with filagree brass 
heidbatas and wide emvossed iron 
sticrups, all teok on a curious inter- 
est, not only as the last appeal of 
the Tibetans to their ancient policy 
of isolation and obstinacy, but more 
impressively still in view of the im- 
pendinz catastrophe. 

Hard as it was on the men, the Gen- 
eral, at Col. Younghusband’s earnest 
request, consented to issue orders that 
no man was to use his rifle till the 
Tibetans had opened fire. This threw 
away at a stroke the advantase held 
by our weapons of range and presision 
and laid the advancing Sepoy vpen to 
a’ withering discharge at point blank 
renge at any moment js appreaching 
any on efo the many sangars. [t was 
a case of “gentlemen of the enemy, 
fire first,” which has probatly rot 
been known since the days of Font- 
enog. Then ensued a strange scene, 
o0.Ont towards the lake extended lines 
were. pushed forward, far outflanking 
the wall.

¥rom a privete letter written py; an 
ertillery cfficer ax Port Arthur, dat- 
ed Apri: 20, it appears that General 
Stecssel, the Russian comrmnander there, 
was then daliy expecting the cutting 
cff of his, communications. The offi- 
cer reported that everything wasrealy 
to withstand a siege, and expressed 
curtrise at the fact that the enemy 
had detayed s> long. He said the fori- 
rocus was practically impregnable, add- 
ing that there was a tricie row of 
forts arcund the Port Arthur g.az's, 
each position being fronted. by a meat 
with a hedge cf barbed wire beyond, 
with bemb-procfs behind ail the bat- 
tories.

Measles in the MacKenzie 
Basin 


All the Eskimo living in Macken- 
zie basin with the exception of ten 
families have been killed by the rav- 
ages of measles, says the Dawson City 
News. Before the epidemic there were 
40 to 50 families with a total of per- 
haps 159 to 260 er more souls. The 
great ravages of the diseus® and the 
zwful results are told by; Bishop Brey- 
nat, who has just reached Dawson by 
long and tedious journeying from the 
mouth of the Mackenzie. He says: 

“The natives when attacked by the 
dread disease, living in a scant way 
and withouc the protection and ad- 
vantaces of a civilized pecple, soon 
to the sufferins.

“Few, if any whit2s, were among 
them. The Eskimo of that rezion re- 
fused the association of tke whites 
and the churches could pot cenvert 
them. The dissipated and wanton 


class of whites from the Arctic whal- 
ers first came into contact with the 
Eskimo and they naturally feared all 
whites thereafter. 

“Our missionaries endeavored 
convert the Eskimo, but without ine 
Jeast effect. F ather Lefevre, now of 
Dawson, once found his efforts abso- 
lutely fruitless. The whalers had dull- 
ed the edge of friendship and confid- 
ence. 

“The families which have suffered 
se grently have made their homes on 
the lower Mackenzie. Many other 
Eskimo live alonz the Arctic coasi, 
east and west of the Mackenzic, but 
I do not know that the disease pre- 
vailed amonz. them. They are an 
unsought and untaught people, simply 


becsvuse of their intolerance of the 
whites. It is much better for them 
‘that they have shunned rather 
than cuitivated the whalers after 


once having learned the bitter lesson 
of impssition from their visiters.’ 
The ravages which carried off the 


Mackenzie Eskimo occurred last 
spring but the news frem the Muc- 
kenzie cemes out by such slow and 


tedious piecemeal process usually that 
it is doubtful if civilization has learn- 
ed of the fuli importance of the epi- 
demic as now reported by  Biechop 
breypat. The Sishop left the Mac- 
kenzie country a few wee i: azo.

The C.P.R. was entitled to the
